MANY BID ON WORK 
FOR NEW BOBIEVARD 

Skyline Road Is Attracting Much 
Attention; Route Changed 

Bids for the first unit of the Skyline 
boulevard from San Francisco to San 
Bruno were opened by the State High¬ 
way Commisison in Sah Francisco on 
Monday. 

The lowest bid for the work was 
submitted by P. L. Burr of San Fran¬ 
cisco whose bid was approximately 
$148,000, or $44,000 under the estimate 
of the State Engineering department. 

Members of the commisison have ex¬ 
pressed themselves as surprised at the 
large number of bids submitted for 
the new road construction work, and 
say that throughout the state the Sky¬ 
line boulevard is attracting much at¬ 
tention. 

The route to be followed from the 
end of the unit on which bids were re¬ 
ceived is occupying the attention of 
the commission, and some announce¬ 
ment may be looked for in the near 
future. Due to th.e large number of 
protests received at the plan to route 
the boulevard inland and connect with 
the present Santa Cruz highway at 
Glenwood, it is expected that the com¬ 
mission will alter the original plans 
and make the new boulevard contin¬ 
uous along the west side of the pen- 
insunla from Santa Cruz to San Fran¬ 
cisco. This does not necessarily mean 
that the route will follow the range 
from San Bruno, and it may be that 
the route east of the Spring Valley 
| lakes will be selected.
